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PROJECT DESCRIPTION

City of Lakewood proposes to conduct production pumping test on City Well #18. The
extracted groundwater will be discharged to local storm drain near the site.

VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE

Up to 0.48 million gallons per day (mgd) of groundwater will be discharged to Cerritos
Channel (Latitude 33° 52’ 00", Longitude 118° 08’ 00"), which drains into Alamitos Bay, a
water of the United States. The site location map is shown as Figure 1.

FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE

The discharge will be conducted in April 2002, and is projected to last for approximately 8
hours.

REUSE OF WATER

This is a short-duration, one-time discharge. There are no feasible reuse options for the
discharge.
